A second premise is that. an internal 
uprising i8 unlikely without external assistance, 


Fhe original thought of the organization was not to ask 
‘the: US government for-any assistance, simply toleration of 
it's activities. This group of Cubana wants complete control 
of- their operation, and will make all key decision, including 
time and nature of landings and guerrilla operations. 


. he original plan of the ELC was to get. forces ashore 

in Cuba in time to interfcore with the sugar planting that 

‘must be done. dutng the summer months. — This would hapten ' 
CASTRO’s downfall. This plan was not accomplished.
